Nuwara Etini, April 29,—-A serious ac- 
cident occurred last evening as .a.

THE VLAGUE IN INDIA— ANOVIER RIOT. 

Bombay, April 29.— Another Plague riot 
has-occarred, this time in the village of 
Garshankar, in tho Hoshiarpur district. 
Whilst the Plague inspection waa going on 
the Garshankar villagers became ‘decidedly 
hostile, and: advancod’ threateningly upon 
tho investigating party. . The police guard 
which acoompanied the Government officers 
theroupon' fired a volley of buckshot into 
the midst of the villagers, and several wore 
wounded, but nu*one’ was killed, The 
effect of the firing was immediatoly auccess- 
ful, no subsequent interference with the 
inapecting party taking place. The polico 
fired without orders, which is evidence that 
the attitude. of the villagers was dangerous- 
ly hostile. All is quiet in the Jullundur 
detsiety. where the previous riot occurred, 
To-day's returns at Bombay show 58 cases 
and 47 deaths from Plague, and the deaths 
from all causes 144. The Plague at Kara- 
chi ia still » apreading, and the town proper 
iu practically deserted. ‘The totals at 
Karaohi. since the fresh gutbreale to date 
are 630 cases and 368 deaths.
